feet; beſeeching your Royall Majeſtic , That you will be 
pleaſed to forbear, and remove all Preparations and Actions 
of War, particularly, the Forces from about Hud, from 
Nemcaſtle, Tynmouth, Lincoln, and Lincolnſbire, and all other

ſervice of the Kingdom: We ſhall be readie to ſetile the a4i- 
litia by a Bill, in uch a way as ſhall be Honourable and ſafe 
for Four Majeſtie, moſt agreeable to the Dutie of Parlia- 
ment, and effectuall for the good of the Kingdom; that 
the ſtreng ih thereof bo not imployed ogain{tir ſelf; and that 
which ought to be for our ſecurity, applyed to our deſtructi- 
on: And that the Parliament, and thoſe who profeſſe and 
deſire ſtill to preſervVe the Proteſtant Religion, both inthis 
Realm and in Ireland, may not be left naked, àndindefenſi- 
ble to the miſchievous deſignes, and cruell attempts of thoſe: 
who are the profeſt & confẽderated enemies thereof, in Your 
Majeſties Dominions and other neighbour- Nations. To 
which, if Your Majeſties Courſes and Councels ſhall from 
henceforth concur, We doubt nt but weſhall quickly make
